CHAPTER 440

AN ACT to,recreate 20.7601 (75) and 20.8301 (75) and (76) of the stat-
utes, (which were repealed . in error by chapter 358, laws of 1961
(Bill No. 402, A.) ), relating to construction appropriations of the
state colleges and the university, respectively.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 20.7601 (75) of the statutes, as repealed by chapter 358,
laws of 1961 (Bill No. 402, A), is recreated to read:

20.7601 (75) CONSTRUCTION. Annually, beginning July 1, 1957, there
is appropriated from the state building trust fund to the state college
regents a sum sufficient for the payment of rentals by the regents and for
permanent improvements and the acquisition of all equipment therefor,
remodeling and purchase of land under s. 36.06 (6) on projects designated
by the state building commission when the projects are initiated.

SECTION 2. 20.8301 (75) and (76) of the statutes, as repealed by
chapter 358, laws of 1961 (Bill No. 402, A.), are recreated to read:

20.8301 (75) CONSTRUCTION. Annually, beginning July 1, 1957, there
is appropriated from the state building trust fund to the university of
Wisconsin regents a sum sufficient for the payment of rentals by the re-
gents and for permanent improvements and the acquisition of all equip-
ment therefor, remodeling and purchase of land under s. 36.06 (6) on
projects designated by the state building commission when the projects
are initiated.

(76) NEW MEDICAL SCHOOL AND EQUIPMENT. There is appropriated
from the state building trust fund on July 1, 1957, to the regents of the
university the sum of $255,000, together with all amounts allocated by
the federal government and the Wisconsin alumni research foundation, for
the construction and equipment of a new medical school building on the
Madison campus of the university of Wisconsin. The appropriation of
$255,000 shall revert to the state building trust fund on June 30, 1959, if
funds from the Wisconsin alumni research foundation of not less than
$750,000 and federal funds of not less than 50 per cent of,the cost of the
building and equipment (excluding costs which are not matchable by the
federal government) have not become avVable on or before June 30,
1959. Thestate building commission may supplement this appropriation
from sums made available to it by s. 20.240 (70) but not to exceed $10,000.
